2. The subject-matter of claim 1 seems to be novel because none of the cited 
documents discloses a moist wipe pre-moistened with a liquid composition comprising 
0.01 %-5 % of a paraffin wax and water in an amount of 50 % to 98 % and which 
comprises less than 0.5 % of silicone compounds. 

Thus the present application meets the requirements of article 33 (2) PCT. 

3. The problem to be solved by the present application may be seen in to prevent 
staining of surfaces caused by contact with water. This is achieved by the subject- 
matter of claim 1 . 

D1 which can be seen as closest prior art discloses a cleaning and polishing 
composition comprising about 70 % of water and 2.5 % of a montan ester wax. 
The subject-matter of claim 1 therefore differs from this known D1 in that a paraffin 
wax is used. 

Neither in D1 nor in the other cited documents any hint can be found that compositions 
as put fonward in claim 1 of the present application prevent staining of surfaces caused 
by contact with water. 

Therefor the subject-matter of claim 1 involves an inventive step (Article 33 (3) PCT). 
Consequently dependent claims 2-10 are also inventive.

11- A moist wipe, packaged product, method of 
manufacturing a wipe or of using a wipe, in each case 
STxbstantially as described herein. 
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
